PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

From the annual exhibit of the Publishing House at Nashville, 
some facts need our careful attention. In spite of the unprecedented 
financial depression of the past year the book agents show a gain in 
assets for the year of $44,877.14. These cold figures express in some 
degree at least the loyalty of Methodists to a concern of their own 
creation, and they disclose the judgment and business sense of the 
, agents, Messrs. Barker & Smith. It is worthy of note that the report 

of the agents has had most favorable comment in the journals of other 
denominations. 

The signal ability with which the Christian Advocate has been 
t conducted is a cause for congratulation. It is an easily apprehended 
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fact that the paper “published by the authority of the entire Church 
to express her thought and feeling, to promote her enterprises, to 
defend her faith, to vindicate her policies and a medium of intercom- 
munication among her members” demands and has a right to expect 
the warmest sympathy and most ardent support. 

In the judgment of your committee no paper can rightfully enter 
the field as a competitor and rival of the Christian Advocate. 

It is a cause for sincere regret that during the past year the sub- 
scription list of the Advocate is less than it was a year ago. This 
simple fact, which your committee believes to be only a fluctuation, is 
no cause for alarm, but it should be overcome and our connectional 
organ given a circulation worthy of its position and character. 

The Quarterly Review, which was long the mired wheel, the 
burden, has reached at last a self-supporting position and not only 
promises to accomplish the purpose of its beginning, but to become a 
source of financial profit to the house. There are no reasons why, on 
the study table of every Methodist preacher the Quarterly Review 
should not have a place. If, as we are led to believe, we are now 
making great history, facing problems the solutions of which will 
greatly affect the after current of this country’s life, it behooves us as 
a church and as preachers to be thoroughly furnished. The Review 
cannot do all for us. It does not propose to do that, but it will be found 
a great help and an invaluable aid. Your committee believes that the 
editor’s review of recent and good books will alone be worth the price 
to any young preacher who is honestly endeavoring to think for 
himself. 

The Epworth Era , after much skirmishing, has at last fortified 
itself and is doing valiant battle for the great cause it represents. 
The book agents show that with the Era the unexpected has happened. 
That it has cost from its start to the end of the fiscal year but $994.16 
in excess of its own receipts. It was expected that the Era would be a 
burden at least for one year, and may be longer. Every indication 
justifies the statement that in a short time the Era will be self- 
supporting. 

Your Committee would add its recommendation to others of like 
reports, that our preachers insist on the use of our own Sunday-school 
periodicals. Much of that which comes from outside sources is perni- 
cious. Cheapness frequently is but a mask that hides inferiority. If 
our children grow up to be Methodists, not in obedience to tradition 
but because of clearly defined opinions and mature thought and 
decided convictions, much of the work must be done in the Sabbath- 
school. The stuff of which much of the outside Sunday-school litera- 
ture is composed, cannot be relied upon to produce strong men and 
women, and much less Methodists. 
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The Business Manager of the Arkansas Methodist makes this state- 
ment : “ The Methodist has a larger circulation according to patroniz- 
ing population, than any other Church paper in the Southern Church.” 
Representing, as it does, the interests of three Conferences, the work 
# is difficult and laborious. At the recent session of the Editorial Board, 

representing the three Conferences, the management was endorsed and 
the Bishop requested to appoint Dr. J. E. Godbey, editor. It is not out 
of place at this point to call attention to the fact that many of our 
people are subscribing for other advocates, to the positive hurt of The 
Methodist. Of course the committee does not presume to direct the 
reading of the preachers or of their people, but simple justice demands 
that we shall be loyal to our own Conference organ. We shall not dis- 
cuss the question, if it be a question, whether a Conference paper has 
the right to solicit patronage outside the bounds of its legally consti- 
tuted territory, but when our own Conference organ is made to suffer 
by such causes, it is time to question our fidelity. The solvent at last 
for any such difficulty is in making our own paper all that we need. 
It is a sad statement of our depravity that there is a morbid desire to 
hear men and things mercilessly held up to public ridicule. 

Such is the economy of our Church, that there are places for the 
settlement of serious questions, glaring errors, malfeasance in office, 
other than advocates. Mere news and sensations are not the highest 
standards by which papers are to be judged. Every family ought to 
be morally sure of the spirit and tone of every paper introduced into 
the home. Our Church cannot afford to be less careful. As preachers 
we are pledged to our Christian Advocate and our Conference organ ; 
let us not be unmindful of their interest.

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EPWORTH LEAGUE. 



During the past two years there has been an increase of 15 Leagues 
and 409 members. We believe this increase is not what it might have 
been had all pastors been thoroughly informed concerning this depart- 
ment of our Church, and fully conscious of the need of our young 
people. We now have reported 44 Leagues and 1409 members, leaving 
many charges without the education and life the League brings, and 
many pastors without a right arm of power they need. 

We recommend that our pastors show their faith in God, in the 
Church, and in their young people, by taking front rank in the Epworth 
League movement. 



2. That they thoroughly inform themselves and people concerning 
League work. 

3. That they make prayerful and faithful efforts to organize a 
League in each congregation. 

4. That they give special attention to these Leagues after they 
are organized. 



5. If it be impossible to have a well rounded League, complete in 
all its departments, it may be possible to emphasize some part of the 
work. If there is little need or opportunity for charity work, that may 
not be stressed. If the entire course of literary work cannot be under- 
taken, the systematic study of the Bible and Discipline would be 
interesting and profitable. At least, the department of worship could 
be operated. 

It is a significant fact, that we are operating successful Leagues in 
the city, the small towns and the country. 

We have not so far passed the state of babyhood that we do not 
need to be entertained. We believe the Church, through the Epworth 
League, can provide profitable entertainment for our young people 
without losing any grace.

is not circulated and read. That the present system of colportage is 
comparatively a failure, is too apparent to provoke discussion. 

Unwholesome and dangerous literature is evidently supplanting 
ours. So much cheap literature is being sold all over our country it is 
difficult for our preachers to sell the books that should be read but 
higher in price. Many difficulties arise in the sale and distribution of 
books under the present system. We are “at sea’’ to devise or recom- 
mend a plan that will promise any better results than the time-honored 
practice of all our preachers being colporters and doing all they can 
to furnish the people with good books. 

We, therefore, recommend that the course of reading for the Ep- 
worth League be purchased by every Sunday-school where a League 
can not be organized, and let this course form a circulating library.

BIBLE CAUSE. 

After examining the Seventy-ninth Annual Report of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, together with other papers issued by the Bible 
House, we find great cause for profound gratitude to God, and cause 
for great encouragement in our co-operation with that noble institu- 
tion in sending forth the Word of God to our common humanity. 

The work is a stupendous one and not appreciated as it should be 
by our preachers and leading laymen, as evidenced by the meager sup- 
port given. 

The masses, of course, are ignorant of the magnitude and impor- 
tance of the work, and are therefore indifferent. But, if our preachers 
would take the pains to inform themselves and instruct the people as 
they should, increase in interest and contributions would soon result. 

It is a burning shame that so little is being done to assist the men 
who have undertaken so much for the world’s salvation. People, gen- 
erally, who are properly informed, when attention is called to this 
work, contribute as cheerfully to it as to any other. 

For information, we refer our preachers to the Bible Society Rec- 
ord , a periodical issued by the society. Every pastor who takes a col- 
lection for the Bible Cause is entitled to this paper free on applica- 
tion. Let every preacher get it, read it and shed the light on his people. 

We would emphasize the work of this society in foreign fields. It 
goes not only to those countries where missionaries abound but also 
where they are few, and, by means of colportage and otherwise, is 
supplying heathen nations with the Word of God in their own tongue. 
This requires considerable outlay of means, which should be cheer- 
fully contributed by the enlightened peoples of Christian civilization. 
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Many months ago the society started on a race, the goal of which 
is a Bible in the hand of every child of all our Sunday-schools. 

We bespeak the sympathy and hearty co-operation of all our pas- 
tors and Sunday-school workers in this worthy enterprise. We would 
remind the preachers of this, their duty, and hope they will not forget 
that it is now a disciplinary requirement that they take collections for 
the Bible Cause. But we ought to be ashamed to ignore the higher 
ground of obligation to God and our brother. 

Out of 105 charges in our Conference only fifty-seven report funds 
collected amounting to $350. The handsome sum of $525 might have 
been realized by giving $5 per charge, and $10 would double that 
amount, which hardly approximates the line of possibility. 

Resolved , That we are glad to recognize our brother, Rev. E. M. 
Pipkin, in the relation he sustains to this work, and welcome hitfi in 
this capacity among us. We cordially invite him to visit our pastoral 
charges during the ensuing year at such times as may best promote 
the interest of his work, and promise him our earnest prayers and 
help. 

Resolved, That we will endeavor to take collections for the Bible 
Cause not later than the fourth Sunday in February, 1896' and will at 
once forward the same to Rev. E. M. Pipkin at Little Rock, Ark. 

Resolved , That we recommend the continuance of Bro. Pipkin by 
appointment of the Bishop in the same relation as District Superin- 
.endent of the American Bible Society.

We regret that so few Sunday-schools observed Children’s Day. 
In our opinion a general use of the program provided by our Church 
this year would have stimulated interest in the missionary cause and 
given valuable and needed information on the subject. 

The reports of collections on Children’s Day were so carelessly 
made, as in many cases to give the treasurer no information as to what 
charge or district they came from, and we cannot give an accurate 
table of such collections. The Treasurer had received during the year 
from Children’s Day collections the sum of $211.10, which we recom- 
mend be divided equally among the districts, subject to orders of the 
Presiding Elders. The Treasurer hap on hand from last year $81.96, 
which he has disbursed as the law directs. 
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We have observed with pride the improvement made in our Sunday- 
school literature, especially in the Magazine and Visitor. 

We hope that no school will try to get along- without our literature, 
and that no school will desire, or be allowed to substitute other litera- 
ture for our own. 

We recommend that pastors and other persons who send Children’s 
Day collections give the name of the school, the name of the pastor, 
the name of the charg-e and the district, so the treasurer may enter 
the same reg-ularly.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

To the Bishop and Members of Little Rock Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — Your committee submit the following report : 

Item No. 1.— Littee Rock Conference Training Schooe. 

We learn with pleasure that this school is having a prosperous 
year. The great need of the Training School is beginning to be felt. 
The interest in preparatory work is growing. The idea of laying a 
good foundation for the educational structure cannot be too strongly 
emphasized. 

Prof. J. D. Clary came to us very highly recommended and his 
work shows that too much of praise could not be said of him. 

He deserves a stronger support and a more liberal patronage. 

Put your children in the training school until they are ready for 
college work. 

Item No. 2. — Arkadeephia Methodist Coeeege. 

The reports from this school show most satisfactory results. The 
faculty has received some valuable additions. The patronage is 
larger than ever before. This is a most excellent school and worthy 
of patronage. We recommend that W. P. Ross, J. C. Rhodes, John 
McLaughlin, C. V. Murry and E. H. McDaniel be appointed trustees, 
their term of office to expire in 1898. 

We respectfully recommend that George C. Jones be appointed 
President of the Arkadelphia Methodist College. 

Item No. 3. — Gaeeoway Femaee Coeeege. 

We are glad to learn of the good attendance and the continued 
prosperity of Galloway Female College. The spirit of study that per- 
vades this school is remarkable. But the best of all is the deep spirit- 
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ua lit> that abides in the school. The unconverted are converted, the 
the religious are strengthened and learned to work for the Master. 

W e i egret to learn that the subscriptions to this school, made in 
good faith, of course, are yet unpaid. Many think Galloway is easy 
and continue to delay the payment of their subscriptions. This is a 
mistake ; the money is needed and needed badly. Let us not sit still 
and unwittingly allow this great and much-needed institution to suffer. 
The school is very popular and has many strong friends throughout 
the State. Brethren and friends of this noble institution, we urge , 
yea , we insist that you hasten to the relief of this school. 

Item No. 4. — Hendrix Coeeege. 

From the report of the President of Hendrix College, we learn 
that the scholastic year ending June, 1895, was one of unusual pros- 
perity . The enrollment was larger than the previous year. The 
present session has opened auspiciously. Although the enrollment be 
less than last year, the number of genuine college students is much 
greater. 

The moral tone and the religious zeal of this school has been re- 
markable from the beginning. 

There was a felt want for such a school and now we have it. 

It is all that could be asked, training both the head and the heart 
of our boys. 

The trustees have struggled hard. They began without money and 
today they present us with a property worth $70,000 The faculty have 
been heroic in their efforts, and have done and are doing a noble work 
on meager salaries. 

But with all this, the school seems to have reached a crisis. There 
is a debt of $20,000 that is threatening the very existence of the insti- 
tution ; $12,000 of this must be met within the next 90 days, or all the 
heroic efforts of the past are lost. The trustees, the president and the 
financial agent feel that they have come to the end of their own 
strength, and appeal to the Conferences. Therefore, 

Resolved , 1. That not less than one-third of the most effective 
preachers in each district shall be appointed by the Bishop to co- 
operate with the Presiding Elder in canvassing the district in the 
interest of Hendrix College, and to assist in raising the money within 
the next 90 days. 

2. We recommend an assessment of $650 on the Conference for 
Hendrix College, as the regular educational assessment. 

3. The re-appointment of Dr. J. W. Brown to fill the vacancy 
caused by the expiration of his term as trustee. 

4. We pledge more earnest efforts to secure patronage for Hendrix 
College. 
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5. That we instruct the trustees forbidding- the mortgaging- of the 
property after the present indebtedness has been paid. 

6. That the Bishop be requested to appoint Rev. J. M. Hawley 
professor of English in Hendrix College.

COMMITTEE OF MEMOIRS. 

Rev. Charles E. Adams, son of Captain James Adams, was born in 
Eonoke county, Arkansas, September 5th, 1866. He was converted and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at Old Mount Tabor, 
August, 1876. 

Sometime after he was led off and did not enjoy religion, but at 
Big Spring camp meeting, in 1885, he was reclaimed; and of the hun- 
dreds that were on the ground who can forget that wonderful day — 
that day of the Son of Man, when Charlie, as we all loved to call him, 
and scores of others, were born into the kingdom. 

From that time he felt he was called of God to the work of the 
Christian ministry, and on the 10th day of November, 1885, he was 
licensed to preach by the writer. He was admitted on trial into the 
Tittle Rock Annual Conference in the fall of 1886, at Hot Springs, and 
was appointed to the Ouchita circuit. He traveled the Hampton cir- 
cuit the next two years, from there he was appointed to the Bearden 
circuit two years, then to the Carlisle and Hazen work, where he 
labored two years. In July, 1894, his health failed, and he was advised 
by friends to go west and see if change of climate would not restore 
him, but he grew worse, and at the Conference last year he was 
granted a superannuated relation, and again he went abroad, this time 
to Mexico, but no relief came, and Brother Adams was satisfied that 
death had marked him for its own. When impressed with this fact, he 
turned his face towards home and loved ones, that he might be with 
them in his last days. He succeeded in reaching home, but lived a 
short time after his return. He died July 25th, 1895. When the time 
came to exchange worlds he was ready, no fear, no holding back. 

Brother Adams was a noble man, a true and affectionate husband 
and father, a minister of lofty purpose, he had a zeal that almost con- 
sumed him. In his work he let nothing hinder him in meeting his 
appointments. He pressed on through cold and heat, rain and snow, 
for he felt that he had a message from God to deliver, and the King’s 
business requireth haste. Wherever our brother went, whether in the 
cabins of the poor, or the mansions of the rich, he was a welcome 
guest, for his Master went with him. Brother Adams’ ministry was a 
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successful one, and we have every reason to believe that scores of 
precious souls will rise up and call him blessed in the last day. All 
who knew him felt when he died that a brave, true, man had entered 
into rest. He leaves to his faithful wife and children a stainless name, 
which is a heritage above rubies.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Of all the economic questions now agitating - the public mind, the 
temperance question is by great odds the most vital. 

It is the great overshadowing question of the hour. 

Compared to it, the tariff and the silver questions are mere pigmies. 
They are to it as the wee twaddling child is to the man. 

Settle your tariff and silver questions in such manner as to entirely 
remove them as a disturbing element, and leave the liquor traffic 
intact, this eating ulcer upon the body politic, and it will sap our re- 
sources, clog our progress, corrupt every department of government, 
and finally work its ruin. This serpent of the still already has its 
teeth at the nation’s throat, and will throttle the nation, unless the 
people in their majesty and might arise and throttle it. It is a question 
of life and death which shall survive ; shall it be the liquor traffic, or 
this nation, with its Christian civilization ? 

Every day the liquor traffic remains it is a standing menace to the 
safety of our free institutions and the peace of the home. The best 
authorities place the drink bill of this country, at the lowest estimate, 
at $900,000,000. A recent writer says that if this inconceivable sum 
was placed in a heap, five men with shovels could not throw it away as 
fast as it accumulates. This gives us some idea of our wasted 
resources. 

There is a principle of political economy that any business or 
traffic which is not productive of wealth is destructive of it. The 
liquor traffic cannot stand this loss. 

We submit one fact illustrative of this. In 1890 Pulaski county 
had less than three dollars per capita in personal property more than 
Eonoke county, yet Pulaski county has many more miles of railroad 
than Eonoke, and the capital city of the State, with her banks, her 
street car lines, ice plants, electric light plants, numerous saw mills, 
and sixty saloons, and many wholesale houses, while Eonoke county 
only had one bank, no electric light or ice plants, and not a single first 
class saw mill ; but Eonoke county had been almost entirely clear of 
saloons for the past decade. And yet, sad to say, there are professed 
Christian men who tacitly consent to license, or refuse to positively 
oppose it, for fear it will injure their business, or because they want 
the revenue, forgetting that it is written that “Woe is him who 
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buildeth a town in blood or establisheth a city by iniquity.” Let all 
such self-seeking-, timid souls be assured that every dollar of such gain 
is stained with human gore, and every cent in every dollar of such 
revenue stands for a sigh wrung from some bleeding, broken, heart ; 

• that every dollar represents desolated homes, or wrecked and ruined 

lives. 

For, if this accursed traffic goes* on, some home must be made 
desolate, some life stranded. Somebody’s boy must be given to this 
t cormorant that is ever crying “Give, give!” 

Have you a boy to give ? You shudder at the question. Then will 
you remain inactive aqd refuse to lift a hand to save your neighbor’s 
boy ? If you vote for license, you are presumed to intend all this and 
more. For the principle of law is that every man is presumed to in- 
tend the necessary logical results of his own voluntary action. No 
man can escape responsibiliiy. Refusing to vote either way does 
not relieve him, for he that shirks responsibility assumes the gravest 
responsibility. 

Let us, as preachers and laymen, put forth our best efforts and use 
every honorable means to poll the largest vote against license that was 
ever polled in Arkansas. Let us determine to hold every foot of terri- 
tory we have, and drive this fearful curse from other counties and 
towns. 

To do this we must agitate and work, lecture and preach to our 
people on this subject, remembering that the price of liberty is eternal 
vigilance. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, 1. That with grateful acknowledgment to Almighty 
God for the victories won, we will not abate one jot or tittle of our 
effort to rid our fair State of this awful crime. 

2. That we regard the purchase of United States revenue license 
by our members to sell intoxicants as prima facie evidence of a viola- 
tion of the disciplinary provision against the sale of whisky, and 
therefore to be condemned.

COMMITTEE ON DISTRICT CONFERENCE 

JOURNALS. 

The proceedings of the Washington District Conference are unique- 
ly reported. De Anne is spelled with a capital E in first syllable; 
“Jon.” appears as an abbreviation for John. Otherwise this is a 
faultless record. 

The record for the Camden District is well-kept; penmanship good, 
style elegant, orthography perfect. 
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The Hot Springs Record is well written and makes a neat appear- 
ance. The proceedings of the Conference are carefully and faithfully 
recorded, with the following exceptions: One report and one resolu- 

tion are recorded, Adopted as amended,” without recording the 
amendment. # 

The record for the Tittle Rock District, in the main, has been well 
kept. The style is very good, though somewhat ambiguous. The 
election of the secretary is very awkwardly recorded; the marginal 
references are very incomplete; some defect in the use of capitals; 
penmanship pretty, but not very legible; north is spelled “nouth;” 
punctuation is often neglected, especially periods. 

The Monticello District Conference, judged by the record, was 
opened without religious services. This is a very neat record in 
appearance; orthography, good; penmanship, fair. 

The proceedings of the Pine Bluff District Conference are recorded 
in a book that is too small, and in which no provision is made for mar- 
ginal references. Some sentences are inelegantly arranged; the pen- 
manship is legible; the orthography is perfect. “President Ware” is 
used instead of the president; almost throughout the record the name 
of the president is omitted, but referred to as follows: “Present and 

presiding-, as at morning session;” no marginal references are given; 
the president’s signature does not appear to the record. 

In the main, the record for the Arkadelphia District is first-class. 

Penmanship, fair; marginal references, incomplete; style, concise, but 
rather too brief; in some instances there fails to appear any record 
that the minutes of the preceding session were read. 

In comparing them with former records, we are delighted to note a 
very marked improvement in most of the records before ns.
